GOITRE mean* enlargement of 
the thyroid gland. In acme types 
of goitre there nay be an exces­ 
sive secretion by th# gland. Thia 
condition is known aa toxic goitre. 
It seems to affect women more 
than men. It ie rare in children. 
Toxic goitre may be a serious 
condition unless it receives propcr 
and prompt treatment by the phy­ 
sician. Aa a result of the excessive 
accretion by the thyroid gland, 
such symptoms as rapid heart 
beat, Iota of weight and strength, 
increased 
sweating, 
diarrhea, 
nervousness, and irritability oc­ 
cur. The basal metabolism is in­ 
creased. That is, all of th# various 
activities of the body go on more 
rapidly than normal. 
Diagnosis Easy 
As a rule, it is not difficult to 
make a diagnosis of toxic goitre. 
A basal metabolism test, carried 
out by measuring the amount of 
oxygen used up in a given period 
of time, together with a careful 
physical examination, leads to a 
diagnosis. 
In mild cases of the disease, it 
is possible that complete rest in 
bed, together with the use of io­ 
dine in the proper dose, may bring 
about relief. However, in many 
instances, an operation is re­ 
quired. Some patient# have else 


been relieved by the use of a drag 
known es thiouraeiL 
Needs Increase 
According to Doctor I. Darin 
Puppel and his co-worker* of Ohio 
State Univertity, persona with 
toxic goitre require twice as much 
calcium or lima and phosphorus 
as do normal persona. They find 
that the effect of iodine admini­ 
stered in the treatment of toxie 
goitre is increased if plenty of 
calcium, phosphorus, and vitamin 
D, needed to absorb the calcium, 
are given. 
The calcium and phosphorus 
may be provided by milk or by 
using some preparation such aa 
calcium gluconate, calcium lac­ 
tate, or diculcium phosphate. They 
found that the moat affective 
preparation waa on* of dicalcium 
phosphate with vitamin D, in the 
form of viosterol. They also noted 
that pains in the muscles and 
joint* could he controlled by thia 
treatment.
